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A NEW FEATURE. 


A customer asks ‘‘ What percentage of its cost can I get for my collection?” We 
have repeatedly called the attention of collectors to the fact that stamps and coins are 
as good an investment as any other commodity which may be purchased for any pur- 
pose other than trading ; and if this statement is doubted by anyone they have only to 
take their watch, diamonds, or any other portable property which they may be possessed 
of, and endeavor to make asale, when they will learn for themselves that it is impossible 
to realize half the money paid for any given article,even if perfectly new. But we 
think we hear some one remark that he cannot sell his collection for half the price it 
costhim. That depends on several circumstances. If the collection consists of low- 
priced stamps or coins he certainly cannot, because the price paid for these articles, if 
under 25 cents each, is simply for the time taken to select, arrange, and dispose of the 
goods, for it must be remembered that it takes as long to sell a 5 cent as a $5 article in 
this line. People do not go to a store and call for a certain coin or stamp the same as 
they would for a pound of tea, consequently the difference over cost price has to be 
much larger than in other lines, but still not half as muchas many people imagine. 
Again, he may have valuable pieces, but purchased them at very high prices, in which 
case we could not guarantee him half cost, but if the collection were sold at auction it 
would doubtless realize a very fair percentage of the original outlay. It will be seen 
by their advertisement that Messrs. Scott & Co. have added a new attraction to their 
well-known house by introducing a novel feature in their dealings with collectors. 
This consists of giving a printed guarantee of genuineness with every article sold, to- 
gether with a bond duly signed and sealed, agreeing to repurchase on demand any 
coin or stamp sold at half the price paid. This, we are informed, is a lower price than 
they would like to fix, but it must be borne in mind that a very large sum of money 
wil tens to be reserved to meet all possible demands, and if any piece should be dis- 
covered in quantities and the price go down they would immediatiately have quantities 
returned, whereas when pieces appreciate in value they would never be turned in at a 
lower rate than they would command in the market.

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News of the Quarter. 
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BuiGarta.—The set of postagesstamps just issued by the new principality of 
Bulgaria is decidedly the most interesting series of stamps which has appeared for 
many years. The design, as will be seen by the engraving, consists of a crowned lion 
rampant on colored disk in oval inscribed band, numerals of value in circles in the four 
corners, the design being printed in black, with colored ground on white paper. The 
colors and values are as follows : 

5 centimes, yellow ; 10 centimes, green ; 25 centimes, puce ; 50 centimes, blue ; 
1 franc, red. 

Sr. Domrmco.—At last we have received specimens of the new issue of stamps for 
this island. In general design they are similar to the old series, but the drawing is 
much better, the minor details brought out, and the printing and paper infinitely 
superior to that heretofore employed. The values remain as before, but now two sets 
= — one being printed on tinted paper for interior postage ; both sets are per- 

vraled, 

For Inland Postuge.—\ real, violet on lilac ; 1 real, carmine on salmon. 

For Foreign Correspondence.—'g real, violet, on white ; 1 real, carmine on white. 

PortuGaL.—Two values have had their color changed ; they are now: 10 reis, 
green ; 50 reis, blue. 

AZORES AND MApErrA.—Similar changes have been made in the stamps to those 
adopted on the mainland. We must accordingly find room in our albums for the 
following : 

Adhesives, 10 reis, green ; 50 reis, blue. 

Envelopes, 25 reis, blue ; 50 reis, carmine. 

FRANCE.—Again we have been surprised by a change of color in the postals of this 
country. The color of the 25c. is now yellow, of the exact same tint as the 3c. 

QUEENSLAND.—One value of the anticipated set is now before us ; it is probably 
the ugliest postage stamp that has been issued for years. In design it is similar to the 
shilling English, with plain corners ; but the executicn is execrable—2 pence, blue. 

IraLy.—The new series, bearing the portrait of King Humbert, is now before us. 
The design is boldly drawn, and the engraving fine ; but unfortunately the printing is 
not what it should be. We have to make the same complaint of half the stamps that 
have been issued lately. 

CanaDa will shorily issue the 1214 and 15c. values of postals in small size, to cor- 
respond with the others of the series. 

Nata. is rapidly taking the lead in the matter of surcharged stamps. The old 
sixpence is now printed in carmine and surcharged POSTAGE ONE PENNY in black. 
1 penny, carmine and black. 

British Honpuras has added a new value to its series, the design being the same 
as the other values 4 pence, violet. 

The last quarter has witnessed two important stamp-auctions, both under the man- 
agement of our publishers. The first occupied three evenings inits disposal (August 
11, 12, and 13), but owing to the heat of the season there were but few collectors repre- 
sented, these were well repaid for their attendance by the bargains they secured, while 
the owner doubtless received more for it than he could have obtained by disposing 
of it by any other method. A small collection was sold on the 15th of September, 
which realized about $625, many of the stamps bringing high prices, but there were 
plenty of bargains to reward those who were looking for them. 

Messrs. Scott ‘have just issued the 37th edition of their justly celebrated stamp 
catalogue, which will doubtlessly find as ready a sale as its predecessors. All the new 
issues have been added and the prices regulated. The Revised List of all postage 
stamps is meeting with a larger sale than we at first predicted, conclusively showing 
that collectors will study their stamps when they are provided with the means of so 
doing.

In numismatics there are too many auctions to record, but, notwithstanding their 
frequency, we notice that all rare dates of the American series are steadily rising in 
price. he celebrated Confederate half-dollar is now being re struck, the number 
being limited to five hundred, while there are at least five thousand collectors, it 
will command a high premium over the subscription price within a month from 
the date of its issue.

While offering this valuable Coin for sale, a short account ot it will prove interest- 
ing to purchasers, our remarks will necessarily be brief as we prefer to introduce sworn 
documents in preference to our own speculation. 

On the 4th day of February, 1861, a party of conspirators organized an armed re- 
bellion to the governmeut of the United States and having taken possession of the U. S. 
branch Mint located at New Orleans on the 28th day of February, 1861, ordered the su- 
perintendent, Mr. Wm. A. Elmore, to prepare dies for striking silver coins for use in those 
parts of the United States, which were in rebellion; the time being short and skilled 
labor scarce, he economized both by using for a Reverse, the die which had been here- 
tofore employed in striking the Obverse of the U.S. half dollar of that year, making 
an entirely new Obverse die, which was engraved by A. H. M. Peterson—under the su- 
perintendence of Chief Coiner, B. F. Taylor, from these dies four (4) coins were struck 
which were disposed of as follows : 

Jefferson Davis, President of the Confederacy. 

Prof. Riddel, of the University of Louisiana. es 
Dr. E. Ames of New Orleans. pone to each. 
Dr. B. F,. Taylor, Chief Coiner of New Orleans Mint. 


All the parties connected with the mint, are now living in New Orleans; they have 
made affidavits to the facts, as has been stated, and are willing to verify them when 
desired. Thus it will be seen that the coin is genuine and fully authenticated beyond 
all doubt, and also it must be considered as one of the U. S. Series, for it was struck at 
the U. S. branch Mint by U. 8. Officials with one of the regular U. S. dies, and from 
Government silver, the fact of the states being in rebellion, does not alter the facts of the 
case ; for if we are to exclude this piece from the series, we must also strike out either 
the Siege pieces of Charles I or the coins of the Commonwealth from the English series; 
to say nothing of the vast array of Roman coins issued under similar circumstances; but 
we doubt if there is any Numismatist bigoted enough to affirm this, therefore, it must 
be placed at the head of the American series, being much rarer than the 1804 dollar of 
which at least eight are known, while this is unique. For historic interest there is only 
one other in the series which has any history attached to it; we refer to the ‘“‘ Franklin 
cent ” which heralded the birth of a Nation: while the Confederate half dollar shows 
the attempted destruction of freedom on the American Continent, and its rarity will 
show to distant ages the futility of the attempt.

On entering the room we found that the sliding doors 
dividing the parlors had been drawn together leaving just sufficient space for the proscenium of 
the stage to stand in the front room, a table cloth being hung above and below, so that noth 
ing could be seen on that side but the front of the stage; four rows of eight chairs were ar- 
ranged in a semi-circle before it. These were occupied by the friends of the family, the smaller 
children being placed in the front seats, while the older ones remained at the back, where they 
could see over the others’ heads. The gas being turned low in the room, the little oil foot-lights 
on the mimic stage burnt bright, and threw light on the curtain, which was raised at the sound 
of a little bell. The performance then commenced, our young friend behind the stage in the 
other room, and his sister, reading the speeches of the supposed performers, and pushing the 
characters on the stage with wires at the proper time. With what a burst of applause the entry 
of the Fairy Queen was received when she was lowered to the stage by a hair, and the young lady 
read the tale of the sufferings of poor Cinderella. Then the scene changed to the cave of the 
Kobolds, and the little card characters were seen in the performance of the work necessary for 
getting the fire ready to make the little glass slippers. This is finally accomplished while a 
chant is being sung back of stage; but we have not time to recount all of the changes of scene, 
from the kitchen to the ballroom, and from there to the castle court-yard, where the gorgeous 
equipage of Cinderella is suddenly transformed to the big pumpkin, and the poor frightened 
mice, rats and lizards. We left as pleased with our evening’s entertainment as if we had at- 
tended a concert conducted by grown people.” 

The large or ‘‘ mammoth” size is the same as the Seltzs, except in dimension, the scenes 
being 22 inches high by 28 inches long, while the stage, being so much larger, there is, of course, 
room for more complicated effects, such as real painted act drops and curtains that roll up from 
the bottom.
